Will the new car contain a three speed gearbox or will it 
embody a three speed planetary system? Henry Ford is 
said to be unfavorable to the gearset idea, and the planetary 
system does not readily adapt itself to three speeds. Will 
the power plant of the new car be the traditional four cyl- 
inder engine or will it be a six? 

Mr. Ford’s-statement gives a wide latitude for specula- 
tion: “At present,” he says, “I can only say this about the 
new model—it has speed, style, flexibility and control in 
traffic. There is nothing quite like it in quality and price. 
The new car will cost more to manufacture, but it will be 
more economical to operate.” 

Surely rumor mongers never had a more glittering op- 
portunity for the display of their imaginations! 

In bidding farewell to the Model T, Henry Ford calls 
attention to the fact that this car was a pioneer in the field; 
that it first came into being when there was little conscious 
need on the part of the public for motor cars; that there was 
a paucity of good roads when this model first made its ap- 
pearance. He calls attention also to the universal service 
idea, which has always been one of the strongest foundation 
stones on which rested the success of the Model T. 

And Mr. Ford’s pride in the achievement of his car is 
justified. More than any other single factor the Ford Model 
T was the pioneer in awakening the American public to the 
possibilities of general motor transportation.

Suggested Improvements 


Detroit, May 30.—At this month’s 
meeting oi the Detroit section of 
the S. A. E. Chairman L. M. 
Woolson presented the prize of 
$100 in gold, offered by the section 
and donated by Mr. Woolson, to 
John J. Grabfield, J. S. A. E., a 
draftsman in the General Motors 
Research Laboratories, Detroit. 

Calling the present-day auto- 
mobile a multiple compromise, 
Mr. Grabfield’s prize paper classi- 
fied possible improvements under 
five heads: Changes increasing 
driving safety or driving comfort, 
decreasing driving or manufactur- 
ing cost and facilitating the man- 
ufacture of cars. The present 
market tendency places driving 
safety first and comfort second, 
manufacturing facility being also 
recognized as very important. 

In connection with safety, present 
brake theory and practice received 
some constructive criticism. The 
transformation by the brakes of 
kinetic energy into heat which is 
dissipated and thus wasted, Mr. 
Grabfield called fundamentally 
wrong. He suggested various new 
lines of construction: The storing 
up of this energy by, for example, 


a centrifugally governed high-speed 


flywheel, the use for deceleration of

They first teok 
up the influence of vibration on 
valve springs, pointing out that 
analysis of surge effected with the 
aid of a super-speed motion-pic- 
ture film and the vibroscope, 
which were used in conjunction 
with a valve-gear testing machine, 
reveals that, when the spring is 
vibrating in its own period, at a 
given instant, certain adjacent 
coils may be spread apart beyond 
their normal position for an 
equivalent static compression and 
that, an instant later, the condi- 
tion of those coils may be exactly 
reversed so far as deflection is 
concerned. 

They pointed out that the ab- 
normal compression of the coils at 
one instant and abnormal opening 
of the same coils at the very next 
instant cause the existence of a
